Y'ou wouldn't sup- 
pose that he wanted any more, if you 
took a look thruuKh the Treasury build- 
ing. One butfe box of iron lattice work, 
100 feet long, list? feet wide and 14 feet 
high, in the basement, is chock full of 
cartwheel dollars. Tbcy are in bags of 
11,080 each, which are packed in pine 
wood cases to keep out the damp. There 
are Itt 000,000 dollars in that box. The 
whole mass weighs about 3.000 tons 
The carts required for carrying the money 
Would form a procession stretching more 
than twenty miles. 

How it would make the Populists' 
mouth water to look on at such a parade 
But this is by no means the whole of the 
stock of silver dollars kept on hand in 
Washington In other vaults Bre Ti8,000.- 
000 more. And, if these are not enough, 
you can Mud 227,000,000 additional cart 
wheels in various Mints and Sub-Treas- 
uries, mostly in Philadelphia, New York 
and San Francisco. When it is consid- 
ered that only about 50.000.000 silver 
dollars altogether are in circulation at 
present, it will be apparent that the Gov- 
ernment is in no danger or running short 
of them For years past, while Uncle 
Sam haa been holding en to this enor 
m jus stock of the white metal, the mar- 
ket value of it baa been going steadily 
down, down, down. 

If you will drop in at the Mint in Phil 
adelpbia. you will have a chance to look

pressive to the eye about this immense 
accumulation of wealth in the crude. 
You see it stacked up here and there in 
the shape of bricks. If yuu had permit 
slon to take what you could carry, you 
would uot be able to get away with more 
than about $1,000 worth, silver ia so cheap 
now. The Quaker City Mint at present 
holds $107,000,000 worth of these In- 
goy— coining value. They take up a lot 
of room; 1.000,000 ounces of silver bricks 
occupy the space of 1» cubic ft**. 



The great advantage of silver as money, 
from the point of view of the Chicago 
platform, is that it is cheap. There is 
every prospect that it will become much 
cheaper. The supply in sight is practi- 
cally unlimited. Look at the Rocky 
Mountains, tbcy are largely made of sil- 
ver. The entire mountain chain that 
forms the backbone of the continent, 
from Alaska to Cape Horn, is full of the 
white metal. You can hardly strike it 
anywhere without coming upon a silver 
mine. Thus it is not surprising to And 
t lat the Americas produce nearly the 
whole of the silver supply of the world. 
In 1^95 the mines of the United States 
yielded 58.000,000 ounces of silver. 

Fifty -eight million ounces' That seems 
a good deal, but it does not present a 
very clear notion of (juantlty to the mind 
It would make a solid sphere 22 feet in 
diameter. Such a ball might be rolled 
down Broadway, New York, Just avoid- 
ing interference with the pedestrains on 
the sidewalks.

wheat. All or it is handled by a rew 
brokers in New York, who advance 
money to the refiners to enable them to 
pay ror the ore that comes rrom the 
mines. The reflners forward the stuff to 
New York in the shape or bricks or 
about 1,100 ounces each, marked with 
the fineness. The brokers ship the ingots 
to Liverpool, whence they are sent by 
rail to London. 

London Is the silver market or the 
world, and there they arc dealt in like 
any other commercial commodity, being 
finally sold and shipped away to India, 
Egypt, Brazil and other parts of the 
world. The American ingots go by the 
name of "cake silver." Considerable 
quantities of them go to China, where 
tbcy are cut into pieces for a sort of cur 
rency that goes by weight. The pieces 
are called "tuela." 

Many new industrial uses for silver 
have been found within recent years, 
thanks to the increasing cheapness of 
the metal. Not so very long ago only 
rich people were able to afford a table 
service of solid silver, but now the lux- 
ury it within the reach of the bouse 
holder of very moderate means. It is 
a common thing for jewelers to adver 
Use spoons of sterling stiver for their 
weight in silver dollars. There is good 
reason to believe that before long the 
meial will be much eheaper than at 
present. The mines of the Kockiet have 
only been pecked at up to date. De- 
posits recently struck in Colorado have 
yielded $12,000 a ton. Exploiting such 
ores it like digging for wealth in the 
vaulta of the Treasury.

Dozens of fat 
are said to have escaped death, 
but in doing so to have lost 
everything, not only the soil of!

ticle of furniture and even their 
clothes. Men from the tednr run 
neighborhood are in town, begging 
iiuurti i s and dimes with which to buy- 
clothing and food for the destitute ol 
that section. Such genernl depriva- 
tion from the upper Henson neighbor- 
hood is reported that there is talk of a 
mass meeting here to devise organized 
methods for caring for the destitute. 

Just beyond the Caney bridge stood 
an iron trestle, which wus entirely 
swept nway. abntments and all, leav- 
ing a hole 30 feet deep and 40 feet 
lirnnii.
